in an Atlantic that wasn't re- 
volving as they claimed it was," 
said 
Sam 
Shenton, 
honorary 


secretary of the society, today. 


"The Atlantic was down there 


waiting to receive them," he 
said in a telephone interview 
from his home in Dover, Eng- 
land. 


Shenton's 
organization 
has 


been arguing the earth is flat 
despite photographic and visual 
testimony of American and So- 
viet spacemen. 


If you can follow this rea- 


soning—and many people can't 
— here is the organization's po- 
sition as outlined by Shenton; 
"The 
thing is this. Astronaut 


Conrad said: 'I will tell you we 
can't believe it—just out of my 
left window I could see all the 
way up to the top of the world- 
all the way around for 150 de- 
grees including the horizon all 
the way around.' 


"Now my comment is this. 


That means to say that astro- 
naut Conrad, at some 800 miles 
up, has a horizon which is hori- 
zontal all the way around for 150 
degrees. 
That means to say 


that, if he were looking in any 
other direction that same hori- 
zon, level with his eyes, would 
continue to encircle him. 


''Now, we Flat Earthers have
